TORONTO, March 30.—A special 

dispatch to the Toronto Mail and 
Empire from its Ottawa correspond- 
ent says the Beavharnois Power

This is interesting to Canadians as il- 
lustrating the difference between the gov- 
ernmental system of the United States and 
that of Canada—which im this respect is 
essentially the same as that of every Bri- 
tish self-governing dominion. Should a 
Government in Canada be unable to carry 
its financial measures through parliament 
it must resign. Should the succeeding 
Government be unable to secure a major- 
ity in parliament, which it could hardly do 
in the circumstances, it must call a gen- 
eral election, and let the voters decide the 
issue by approving one or other of the al- 
ternatives offered. 

A deadlock at Washington is an ever- 
present possibility, and just now an actual- 
ity. Such a situation cannot exist at Ot- 
tawa. The moment it should arise, the 
procedure to break it would begin to oper- 
ate automatically, with an appeal to the 
judgment of the voters as the direct and 
immediate outcome. 

There is thus provided under our sys- 
tem a continuity of public control over 
parliament and government such as does 
not exist in the United States, where the 
governing power is delegated to popular 
representatives for a fixed term, within 
which term the voters are powerless to in- 
terfere and even their representatives in 
on powerless to force a reference to 
them.

While the case is intri- 
cate and difficult to follow in detail, there 
appears from the judgment to be a lack 
of definite understanding as to what course 
hospital authorities should take when a 
patient who is supposed to be indigent ar- 
rives from some other municipality. 

The law should be made clear on that 
point. Else hospital authorities will be 
under temptation to refuse admittance to 
such patients until they know who is to 
pay for the treatment. Delay in such cases 
18 always inhumane and may in some in- 
stances be dangerous. Suppose a patient 
should die while the hospital management 
is trying to find out whether it will ever 
be paid if it admits him? 


THE PROVINCIAL BUDGET 


The estimates finally passed by the 
provincial legislature total something more 
than $23,000,000. Last year the amount 
was in excess of $27,000,000. The reduc- 
tion is more than $4,000,000. Disregarding 
differences as to whether cuts were made 
in the right places, the gross reduction is 
very substantial. 

Since the legislature accepted the prin- 
ciple that the budget must be balanced 
any further reduction must have been 
made up by still further increases in taxa- 
tion. Even with the reduction made there 
is an increase in taxation that will be felt, 
not only by those who pay direcily but in 
the further weakening of the current of 
trade. Work will be less plentiful and 
business less brisk as a necessary result of 
the larger withdrawal of money from pro- 
ductive uses. Any still larger withdrawal 
would have had correspondingly greater 
influence in these adverse directions. 

The budget as passed is a compromise. 
Expenditure was not slashed to the level 
of the available revenue. Nor was an at- 
tempt made to maintain the usual rate of 


expenditure and charge up the deficit 
against future good time revenue. Con- 


formity to the established practice in 
emergencies is thus maintained, by both 
cutting down expenditure and increasing 
taxation, at a time when either must pro 
duce unfavorable reactions on general con-

Percy W. Abbott, managing director 
of the Edmonton Exhibition associa- 
tion, pointed out to the meeting that 


in the last 20 years of the association's | 


operations the city Was only once 
called upon to put up money to cover 
a loss of the fair. This was in 1914, 


when, at the outbreak of the war, the | 


city was called upon for the sum of 
$25,500. The exhibition association has 
in that time spent $47,920 on improve- 
ments and upkeep for the exhibition 
buildings and grounds which are own- 
ed by the city corporation. 

This year the city has been called 
upon to guarantee a loan of $35,000 
from the bank. The interest on this 
loan has been paid by the association 

In his report recommending cuts in 
expenditures for the fair this year, 
I’r. Abbott’s proposed budget stg- 
gests cuts in operating expenses of ap- 
proximately 30 per cent, tne prize 
money being reduced over 50 per cent, 
The expenditure for the exhibition re- 
commended for 1932 is $35,120, as 
against 
the race department $13,475, as 
against $15,380.16 spent in 1931, for 
‘administration $15,311.59 as against 
$16,130.10 spent in 1931. The total 
Tecommended expenditure being $63,- 
90659 for 1932 as against $95,309 23 
apent in 1931. With the total estim- 
ated revenue placed at approximately 
$64,900 as against $84,261.49 realized 
in 1931, there would be a surplus of 
approximately $1,000. 


OTHER EXHIBITIONS, TOO 

The manager stated that in re- 
ducing the prize money he had been 
prompted by the action of other ex- 
hibitions in Western Canada, namely 
Saskatoon and Regina which had re- 
duced the offering to $10,000, to cut
